He stated that on the completion ‘of the 
negotiations Mr. Hoover telegraphed that the 
capital was lo be £1,000,000, that the old share- 
holders were to Ret: 375,009 shares, and that 
£00,020 working capita ‘ 
March s. He then assumed that the working 
cupital was:to come out of shares capital. He 
did not think the.difference between raising it. 
by the issue’ of share and by the issue of de. 
bentures was appreciated out there, He arrived 
in Tientsin at the endof 1899, He thaught 
Detring had in his mind at that time the .rais- 
ing of working capital by the issue of shares. 
We returnedo England in May, and in August 
received the telegram from Hoover announcing 
that ue had succeeded in getting the agreement 
signed," 

Areport purporting to be made by Hoover 
for the defendant company was putto the wit- 
ness,’ The report stated that the inspection 
was made fn June, 1900.

Agreements were signed by each of 
the Europeans that he would do his best to 
carry the vessel to Port Arthur, There was no 
secrecy about the destination. ‘The crew knew 
perfectly well what was before them, but a sub 
stantial bonus and that. ventuiesome nature 
‘which still lives in British blood overcame all 
scruples, : 


-One of the most disappointing experience: 
which could ‘befall a, salvage party fell to the 
lot of those who left Hongkong .on: the 14th: 
‘February, with the intention. of saving the 
wrecked steamship Shrewabury. It may be 
remembered that some weeks ago the Shrews- 
dury, which was laden with between 5,000 and 
6,009 tons of coal, went on one of the reefs of 
the Paracels, ‘fhe vessel lay piled up in such 
& position that it was considered ‘the wark of 
salving her would not be very difficull. A pre. 
liminary expeditian was sent out to view the 
wrecked steamer, and it was found that al- 
though a few tivets had gives way and several 
‘of the plates were strained, the vessel os 9 
whole was intact. Accordingly, on the 4th 
ult. a salvage parly consisting of Mr, Newman 
Mumford, Lloyd's Surveyor; Captain Framp- 
ton, Mr. W. C. Jack, of E. C. Wilks & Co., Mr, 
Lanzius, and Mr. Tully, proceeded on the Pro- 
ress to the scene of the wreck, The weather, 
was beautiful, everything that’ could have been 
desited for successfully salviny the boat, At- 
the Puracels, the SArciosdusy was found high 
and dry on areef, with i depth of 14 feet of 
waler alt and 21 {cet forward - 

The piratical bands who scour the seas 
in that neighbourhood, and seem to gloat 
over a wreck, had not been idle, ‘Every 
piece of copper had been wrenched off; 
the boiler tubes were stripped’; and indeed 
whatever was removable had disappeared, 
Nevertheless the salvage people held to their 
first opinion that no great cficully would be 
experienced in yetting the Shrewsdury off the 
teel, and they proceeded to manufacture pipes 
and tubes for the boilers, They hada full set 
of salvage material and the initial labour of 
lemporanly sepatring the boilers was quickly 
perlormed, Within a weel, the main. boilers 
olthe Sdvere dry were at wort, and with the 
pumps gop the vessel was clearec of water 
ina very short ting, Lt was impossible to do 
anything with the cargo of coal, The Pro. 
xress Wok fos tons aboard, and the rest was 
thrown into the sea. The weather still remain: 
ed calm and the success of the enlerprise 
seamed to be assed, A tow hope was attach: 
edto the Shrcundury trom the Progress and 
at Ingh tide, two weeks after the’ salvage 
party had arrived on the scene, the vessel 
was towed off the reel into deep water. It 
only remained now (a bring the vessel to 
Hongkong, and there seemed little question 
about that being achieved, Proceeding slow. | 
ly, the Shrewidury was towed nearly a mile 
from the Paracels when the tow-rope snapped 
and the vessel was at the mercy of Ihe waves, 
Darkness had fallen and nothing could be done, 
by those on the /rogress to effecta junciion 
with the SAreshury, In the meantime the 
sea had rsen and a high wind swept the vessel 
lowards the land. When daylight appeased it 
was seen thal the SAvezesdery lay high on ane 
other reef of the Varacels, in sucha position 
(hat a second rescue was absolutely out of the 
question. The chagrin of the salvage party, 
whose effurts lad failed when success Seemed 
beyond doubt, and when the hardest part of the 
operations had been carried through ‘without a 
hitch, can be imagined, It was useless to stay 
any longer at the Paracels and the Progress 
returned to Hongkong, By this time it is 
expected thatthe Shreishury will bea broken- 
up wreck ij 
SALVAGE PARTY PROTECTED BY A CRUISER. 

The followin, wastonal details were receiv. 
ed frum a member of the salvage patty — 

At about eleven-o'lock on the night in ques- 
tion, the tong stranded vessel was safely pull- 
ed off her perch and floated in deep water,: 
and it was not long before arrangements 
were completed for commencing the return 
to the por, with the salved vessel in tow, 
They had not proceeded tar, however, when 
those on board the SArewshury signalled to 
the Progress to stop, in order that they might 
shipthebow kedge fromthe Shrewshury, Shartly 
afterwards they were signalled to proceed, but’

the pumps. The Shrewsbury then showed 
signs of breaking up anudships, so it was 
ultimately decided tg abandon her, the 
conhes aboard of her being with'difficulty trans. 
{erred to the /royress. ‘Phe salvage party 
were greatly handicapped by the devasta- 
ton wrought on bead by Hainan pirate 
junks whose crews had already cut away the 
whole of the copper piping fore and aft, in- 
cluding the main steam pipes, thus effectually 
preventing the propeller fram being used, As° 
stevm was up io the main boilers a few turns 
with the propeller would have brought her out 
of danger. ‘The pirates were hovering about 
when the /rogeess was operating, no less than 
15 juoks being 1 the lagoon, where they were 
busily engaged looting the Baron Gordon, * 

The 58. Progress returns to the scene of the 
wreck (o-niurtow morning with a salvage party 
under the charge of Mr. Tully to endeavour to 
salve the pumps placed aboard the Shrewsbury 
with other gear, and we understand that -she 
will be convoyed by H.M.S. JpAigenia as a 
protection against any Piratical attacks, as itis 
expected that the fatter, Seeing that (he Shrews:

COALING AT SAIGON. - 

When the King Arthur was loaded as high 
as they could manage, the vessel left India. 
The first stop was at Saigon where she ‘coal: 
ed. Of course, the French authorities knew 
what was happening, and the officers of the 
‘interned Diana looked. on blandly, wishing, 
doubtless, that they had the chance of return: 
ing to Port Arthur to take part in the final 
struggle, 

Two days were spent at Saigon and with fall 
bunkers the A’ing Arthur started on the finat 
stage: of her run tothe north, Unforiunately, 
the captain became ill and remained ill for the 
rest of the voyage, but there were willing officers 
tostep into the breach. In the teeth of a gale 
the Ainy Arthur was navigated as far.as the 
Shantung promontory. Then a ficet of Japan- 
ese cruisers hove'in sight, ; 

SWEPT HY SEARCH-LIGHT, 

“We went on,” said our informant, “quietly 
and as unostentatiously as possible, You may’ 
be quite sure of that, At night, the search- 
lights began to play upon us and we thought 
that the Japanese’ had tumbled to our little 
game, Well, we decided to be cautious—if 
you like we were a bit frightened. At‘any rate 
it was tao hot for us, so we got. P 

At the: time a furious gale was blowing ‘and 
the King Arthur was pitching and tossing like 
a cockleshell, “Every man was on watch; 
there was no place forthe sfeaey or the sluggard 
on board that vessel. Haunted by Japanese 
men-of-war, swept by search-lights, and washed 
every five minutes from stern to stem by the 
mountainous waves, the A’ing Arthur was not 
@ pretly picture. There were stout hearts 
aboard, however, and there wag never the 
slightest suggestion that the enterprise should 
be relinquished. “ That,’ said the interviewed 
officer, showed that we are all right inthe 
merchant service. Don't you think so?” 

EVADING THE JAPANESE, 

In the night, when the Japanese cruisers 
were momentarily quiescent the King Arthur's 
head was turped to the scuth and the vessel 
ran to Staunton Island. A day was spent 
there, and although the weather had pot mo- 
derated in the slightest degree it was again 
resolved to try the cuprices of Fortune and if 
possible make } ort Arthur. 

Frior to the start from India a day anda date 
"bad been fixed forthe appearance of the’ King 
Arthur outside the fortress of similar name. 
The Russians knew what was coming and the 
idea.was that the fleet at Port Arthur should 
make a demonstration with the view of divert- 
ing attention from the merchant ship and. 
allowing her to creep under the guns of the 
fortress witho..t molestation, 

It was still blowing hard, and ice could be 
seen in all directions, but we could not turn 
back’—-a pretty sentiment worthy of an old 
crusader, “We were two hours behind time,” 
continued the officer, “and that is what saved 
us." Whena voyage has been mapped out 80 
that two hours make a difference it is evident 
that little has been left out of calculations. 
‘A private code was given us by the Russians, 
but it proved useless, because when we did 
come in sight ofa Russian vessel they didn't 
understand us at all, orat any rate they made 
no reply to our signals. 
AT PORT ARTHUR, 

“We got within four miles of Port Arthur 
when a Japanese cruiser spied us and hoisted’ 
the code signal—'Stop Immediately.” We 
knew what that meant so we clapped on all the 
steam we had and ran for all we were worth, 
We were doing between 9 and to knots an 
hour.at the time. The Japanese man-of-war 
started to chase us, and it was a pretty lively 
time for us. You can bet your ‘sweet life that 
we worked then. When aman wasn’t on deck 
he was shovelling coals for dear life. Here 
was Port Anhur just before us, and it would 
have been tantalising to fail at the last moment. 
There was no sign of the Russian fleet which 
had promised fo come out and help us,,but it 
didn’t matter in the end, ° 

A LUCKY SHOT, vy, 

“When the cruiser got within distance, she 
began shooting with her bigguns, And here 
came in another bit of luck. One of the Japan- 
ese shells whirled over the King Arthur and 
landed right upon a sunken, fatnt which lay 
directly in out path, The mine exploded and 
what, was meant .for our destruction real- 
ly proved our. salvation, for it cleared the track 
and left us a straight passage: to ‘Port Arthur. 
“We ran into Port Atthur’ full pelt,’ and lay 
Alongside the Sevastapol.” 

- When the Russians’ came: aboard, according 
to this officer; the first question asked by the 
crew of the | King: Arthur was—" Why didu't 
you help us‘in?” The Russian reply is note- 
worthy—" Nobody but.a Britisher and’a British’ 
ship could do what you have done, aud we dido't 
come because we d dnt think we should bere- 
‘quired:-——We-rxpected to see you blown un by 
cur own mines.”

Poor :pastcn- 
gers with parched tongues and empty stomachs 
crawled over the gangway when the vessel 
entered this morning, and made a dash (or the 
nearest restaurant (licensed) they could see. 
Blithe and pay they meandered on board the 
0 Pg slast night, expecting to 
reach ‘Hongkong about"11 p.m..and. enjoy a 
-dock in dorts, or words to that effect, about 
midnight.” ‘There were t,!00 passengers on the 
vessel and amonget them were representatives 
of the Post Office, Insurance Companies, ship- 
ping fiems, and same of the larger commercial 
houses ‘in Hongkong. One or-two were in 
hardly what one would descr.be as a: good 
temper having,.somehow or another, dropped 
their money by the rmadside, 
the steward and the corisolations of their friends 
—cspecially the consolation of knowing that 
they were not the only pebbtes on the beach, 
so far us-lost money was concerned—had. a 
powerful effect on them and they sat down 
contentedly, The Ving Xing started off fiom 
Macao with d swagger that would have done 
credit to the newest P. & U. boat, An ar,u- 
ment got up among the passengers as to the 
speedofthe boat. It became quite heated and 
the services of the steward had again to le 
requisitioned in order to calin the storm, Just 
us it seemed likely to come to a crisis, down 
went the anchor and-the §¢ag A fag came to a 
standstill, somewhere off Lantao. The night 
was pilchy dark, and heavy fog lay likea pall 
{t was impossible to see. ten 
yards ahead. The-fog-bell began ns clamorous 
noise, and continded at intervals all ‘night. 
Passengers were shouting tn every known and 
several unknown languages, and everybody 
scemed to think it was a personal grievance to 
te detained by fog. ‘A few globe-trotters, 
ssated by a wealth of experieuces, held up the’ 
Viag King as an example of how things should: 
not be done, and told one another that if this 
happened again he would show them up when 
he got home, A fiery-looking individual said 
he would write to the Zines about it, while an 
American remarked that it reminded him of a 
story which the Governor of North Carolina 
told to the Governor af South Carolina. After 
the entire list of pissengers had filed before the 
officers and had-each been tol separaicly and 
privately three times that the vessel was “held 
up” by the fog, an adjournment was made 
to the steward's ‘department and a ‘vigorous 
raid on the eatables, liquid and solid, was made 
by the justly-indignant passensers, By the 
ume that the last bottle.bad been finished and 
the last crumb of bread had disappeared, the 
Ving King started again amid hurrahs. The 
only thing wanting was a brass band and three 
trumpet-blowers to make the restart a success, 
However she started, and the passeugersfancied 
they could see Hongkong onthe weather-bow, 
whalever that means, They were sure that 
they could reach the Colony by t a.m, and they 
took bets on it, Butit was a foolish hope and 
one that should not have been ‘encouraged, 
The drink was all consumed and there was 
no “chow.” As one pasdenger pathetically |
